CHOICE MISCELLANY 


'At « part of tbe water resources of 


the country tbe United States geolog- 
ical survey is studying the- wonderful 
Florida springs and lakes from which 
moat, of tbe rivers of the state have 
their rise, 


Kissengen spring, in Polk county, is 


one of these. The water has a tem- 
perature of 70 dejjrees F. and is strong- 
ly impregnated with sulphur, iron and 
other ingredients that characterize ar- 
tesian waters in that region. 
The 


spring is evidently a natural artesian 
well. 


The water all comes from one point, 


gushing up vertically with great force 
through a circular orifice In the bottom 
of the basin, and, although the basin 
is thirty £eet deep or more, tbe force is 
so great that the water directly over 
the orifices is considerably higher than 
the surface of the lake at the banks. 


While swimming in this delightful 


pool it is found to be exceedingly dilli- 
cult to keep in a position over this 
spring boil nnd impossible (o sink in 
the water at that point. The outflow 
of the spring, as measured by the hy- 
droprraphers of the geological survey, 
was found to be 1-1,000 gallons each 
minute.

persons which work on the ,y.arlous 
lines of the business. The" dyeing is 
largely done in these small shops. 
More than half the population depends 
upon the silk trade.

1 The Barbour Thread works and the 
locomotive works are the other two 
important sources of employment 
Only a few months ago the city was 
threatened with the loss of the Rogers 
Locomotive works when their former 
owner suddenly closed them, declaring 
that be. was rich, enough. The works, 
however, were saved to the city and 
are now running to the limit, as are 
the works of the American Locomotive 
company, which are almost as impor- 
tant as the Rogers works. 


The city lies on both banks of the 


Passaic river, which at the west end 
drops Into one of the finest falls in the 
country. Until the last few years the 
water pouring over the falls was a 
sight worth seeing, but the diversion of 
the river's waters at its head for pota- 
ble purposes for Newark has dimin- 
ished the flow. The city contains a 
large foreign horn population. Within 
the last few years the silk mills have 
largely filled up with men from south- 
ern Europe. Of the old class there is 
a very strong mixture of Scotch and 
English. 


The city has attained much unpleas- 


ant notoriety within the last few 
years. It was dragged into the assas- 
sination of King Humbert of Italy ow- 
ing to Bresci hariug lived there. The 
notorious gang of anarchists which in- 
fests n section of the place kept the 
eyes of the world fastened on the Silk 
City for months.

to Make aua Plant a. Fine Rome 


Bed—Advice Fur the Amutear. 


To make a good rose bed the soil 


should be trenched at least twenty- 
four to thirty inches deep. The best 
method for doing this is to remove the 
top soil to the depth of fifteen or six- 
teen inches, then break up the subsoil 
fifteen inches deeper, thoroughly in- 
corporating at least one-third as much 
good strong manure as soil through -the 
whole. When this is done,, return the 
top soil, adding one-fourth as much 
manure as soil, thoroughly mixing it 
in the operation. When complete, this 
will leave the bed six «• eight inches 
higher than it originally was, but in 
the course of a few weeks, if done in 
the very early spring, or in the fall 
preferably, it will have settled down 
very considerably by the time the 
bushes are reraly to plant. 


When practicable, it is much better 


to prepare a bed as above during the 
fall and allow it to lie all winter. This 
settles it down quite solid by sprinj;. 
Then all that will be necessary will be 
to stir the uiirfaco uvor to make it line 
'jnougb to co\er tbe roots viell ::l phml- 
ing time. 
Another advantage gained 


by preparing tbe bed in the fall is that 
Iho winter r.-iius and th.i\vinu bitow will 
liuve largely decomposed tlio maium: 
iind impregnated the ammonia from it 
all tliroush the soil, leaving it in tho 


_st possible condition for the ri ots to 
jominonec feeding on it a.i MSOII as 
planted.

Lt is recommended, therefore, that nil 
knots bo cut off and burned, and, in nil 
dition to this, spray the trees with a 
strong Mention of bordeaux mi.vluro 
during the lirst warm days of spring 
About the tnyo that buds start .spray 
again with the ordinary strength bor- 
deaux mixture. This oug-ht to destroy 
all of tbe winter spores. 
Then, in 


case the brunches may have been al- 
ready infwtod the previous yoar, they 
should be sprayed again during the 
latter part of May and the 1st of June. 
Tlu: young Knots may be destroyed by 
painting thorn with chloronaphtholcum 
or with pure kerosene oil.—J. Troop, 
Indiana. 


Early Native Sprlne Flower. 


One of iho most beautiful early na- 


tive spring ilowcrs of North America 
is the pasque, or Easter flower, Pulsa- 
tilla hirsutissiuin, perhaps more famil- 
iarly known ns Anemone nuttnlliana. 
It is a native of tbe prairies of Illinois 
and tho northwest territory, extending 
from British Columbia into Nebraska 
and Texas, inhabiting dry soils. An in- 
teresting character of tbe plant is when 
tho fruiting stage is reached.

In reminiscences. Nearly all of them

"As I recall it now, my first lawsuit 


Involved the munificent sum of 50

How It Is Proposed to Rid New 


Jersey of Its Pest 


APPSOPRIATIOH SEEDED. 


A»ked For »10,OOO to Be 
In Ix»e»ti«ir «m4 Bxt»f- 


mlnatinR the State7* Koted Seowvffe. 
I'rol'eanojr John B. Smith Tell* of 
Insect'* Xaturn.1 Depravity. 
The introduction in the legislature 
f a bill appropriating $10,000 to the 
S'cvv Jersey asticultural experiment 
tation to be expended under the di- 
ection of Professor John B. Smith 
n prosecuting his investigations of 
he New Jersey mosquito probably 
ounds the doom of that odious insect. 
Vhen asked by the New York Herald 
orrespoiident at Trenton what he pur- 
>osed to do with the $10,000, Professor 
Smith, who is the entomologist of tho 


Jersey agricultural eipenment 


tation, said: 
"There are two points in view—first, 
he sanitary, second, what raaj be call- 
d the pestiferous. There are many 
istiicts in Jsevv Jersey where malaria 
s troublesome. One of rnj plans is to 
end out a competent physician to map 
ut all the malarial districts in the 
tate. 
Following him, I will send a 


lan who will make a phjsical exam- 
nation of all those places thus map- 
>cd, with the \iew of ascertaining the 
ireeding places of the malarial rnos- 
.uitocs. The facts will be immediately 
(•ported to the boaid of health of each 
ocality and afterward will be used in 
he general report to the state. 
"The idea hero is to give tho local 
•oard of health the information they 
,ecd to stamp out the disease. In a 
reneiul waj, it will be to apply tbe 
ame principles that have been applied 
iy the American officers in Havana 
lid the British School of Tropical 
ledlolnc In Africa. 
Epidemic imila- 


ia can be stamped out entirely, and to 
lake plain how this can be done Is one 
f the objects of this investigation, 
'he most recent investigations have 
iade it certain that malaria depends' 
or Its transmission fiorn one indlvid- 
al to another cntlielj upon mosqul- 
oes of the genus anopheles. This bus 
ecu demonstrated bj the cht'cLIug of 
ollow fever In Havana as a conse- 
uence of destroying the breeding 
laces of that species of mosquito In 
Africa the coast fever has been check- 
(1 In tho same way. In South Orange 
nd Rome other localities Individual 
ummuiiltlCH have spent hundreds of 
ollars in attempting to abate this nui- 
aneo. The success has not been as 
-rent as It should hav e been because of 
:ie lack of tho \ ery knowledge this in- 
estigatiou is intended to supply. 
"The second object includes the rid- 
ing of the shoie of the salt marsh 
josquitoos. These mosquitoes migrate 
oug distances Inland and make many 
istricts ia the pines uninhabitable 
vhere no mosquitoes breed locally, 
ksldes the collectors, civil engineers 
-ill be kept In the field all tlie summer 
utlming plans for mosquito drainage. 
L'hat is not a plan to drain the marsh- 
s, but to render them uniit as breed- 
ng places for the insects. Ono man 
ull bo employed studying tho natuial 
nemies of the mosquito, such as fish, 
rogs, toads, and the like Especial at- 
pntlon will be given to tho small flsh- 


with the object of intioducing into 


•>onds throughout the state those crea- 
nres that will naturally feed on mos- 


larvai. Some species breed local- 


y throughout the state, and local con- 
ditions will be carefully studied, so 
hat directions may bo^ given that may 


carried out by iudiv Iduals and local 


authorities." 


Tbe professor did not enter at this 
line into a detailed and concrete ex- 
planation of the methods that will 
>iobably be adopted for the extermi- 
nation of the mosquito. These will de- 
jend very much upon the result of the 
investigations that are to be prosecut- 
ed. Generally speaking, these methods 
will comprise the Introduction of larva 
eating fishes into mosquito breeding 
)ools, the introduction of the tidal flow 
nto such pools, the use of petroleum, 
he drainage of mosquito breeding 
marshes, the grading and leveling of 
regions that harbor the insect find the 
removal of the shrubbery and grass 
that afford them coverts. 


The economic effects of suppressing 


this pest in New Jersey can scarcely 


estimated. It would mount into the 


millions and tens of millions. Some 
idea oC the economic Importance of the 
mosquito may be hud trom the fact 
that the taxable value of the few miles 
netween 
Ocean 
Grove aud 
Long 


Branch, Inclusive, which art- practical- 
ly free from this pest, Is larger than 
tbe entire hundred miles between Bay 
head and Cape May. If that hundred 
miles of shore front of unsurpassed 
natural attractiveness could be freed 
from the swarms of mosquitoes that 
make it almost uninhabitable in sum- 
mer, Its value would be Increased 
twentyfoldi By reason of its exten- 
klvc and lovely sen front, Its good, 
roads, Its trolley systems and Its situ- 
ation In the very foeus of American 
civilization, New Jersey Is destined to 
become the playground of tbe "Onion, 
and tbe only obstacle to the realization 
of this destiny Is the mosquito. For 
tbe state to hesitate to spend $10,000 
out of a surplus of millions in a prom- 
ising attempt to remove this obftade 
would be Idiotic.

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GRAFTING IN BRIEF. 


Hla«tr«ied »n«l De- 


to tiroft. 


Grafting is the term applied to the 


process of inserting a portion oj' one 
plant (the scion) upon the stem or one 
of she branches of a growing plant (the 
slock1 in such a manner that it will 
continue its growth much the same as 
it would upon its own roots. The fruit 
of a scion |s*not changed by placing it 
upon other roots. 
The requisites of 


successful grafting are: 


1. The plants must be closely related 


or tlu; scion and stock will not unite. 2 
Tho operation must be carefully per-

formed so that the growing cells (cam- 
bium) of the t%vo parts shall come In 
contact. ...3. The wound must be pro- 
tected from tbe weather and the union 
strengthened so that the growing parts 
nf stock and scion shall be brought to- 
gether with more or less pressure. 


To accomplish these results the graft- 


er must be provided with sharp tool« 
and a supply of good grafting wax. 
The grafter's kit should consist of two 
knives, one for general cutting and one 
for the finishing cuts where a smooth 
surface is required; a saw for cutting 
off large limb*, a grafter's tool consist- 
ing of combined chisel and wedge and 
a niallot or mace. This latter is a plair 
stick of some hard, heavy wood, about 
the size of a broom handle or larger, 
and carried by a thong looped about 
the wrist. Thus it is always at band 
and cannot get lost. 


The wax is made as follows: Melt 


and mix together three parts beeswax, 
three parts rosin and two parts tallow. 
When it is well mixed, pour into cold 
water, and when it assumes a semi- 
solid condition pull, like taffy, with 
greased hands. 
Different methods of 


the wax are lu vogue. 
Some

spread it thinly on strips of cloth and 
when the graft is made heat one of 
these strips over a lantern and bind it 
about the union. 
The common way, 


however, is to work the- wax in the 
hands until it Is soft and then apply 
enough to protect the graft and hold 
the scion In place. 


Theie are ways of making grafts al- 


most without number. 
In nursery 


work, where the scion and stock aie 
about the same size, the whip or 
tongue graft is most successful. 
To 


make this cut stock and scion at the 
same slant, then split so as to make 
the tongues, as shown at B in the first 
cut. See that the tongues are so placed 
that the union will be continuous. Up- 
on large stocks cleft grafting is usual- 
ly employed. To make the cleft graft 
saM' the stock squarely off. split it. 
whittle the scion to a wedge shape 
and insert it in the cleft. Two scions 
arc often inserted, one on each side; 
then if one dies the other may contin- 
ue to grow. 
If both Jive, the weaker 


ono is cut away. 


Graft in the spring before the btuls 


burst. This is tho general rule, but 
the apple may be successfully grafted 
after the buds have opened. 


Re careful with the scions; know 


what varieties they are, and be sure 
they come from a good Individual tree. 
They may be kept in the cellar in muck 
soil or moss or may be burled in the 
earth outside.—Ohio Farmer.
